The study was made among 16,- 
059 members of the federation. 
Babette Kass directed the research 
at the Bureau of Applied Social 
Research, Columbia university, and 
^:o-authored a manuscript of the 
Grindings with Rose C. Feld under 
the title, The Economic Strength 
of Business and Professional Wom­ 
en. 
“Something more must be added 
to the college degree to make it 
pay off in earnings,” the authors 
concluded, citing high financial re­ 
wards of specialization exampled 
by doctors, lawyers and psychia­ 
trists.

training in the business field brings 
kidded returns for the non-college 
woman as well.

WOMEN earn the most in states 
like New Jersey, New York, and 
Michigan, which have an abund­ 
ance of large cities dominated by 
heavy production.

2,300th Disney Insignia for Military

COLORADO SPRINGS. Colo.— 
The new insignia for the U. S. A ir 
Defense Command here, accepted 
by its commander, Gen. Benjamin 
W. Chidlaw, just before his retire­ 
ment, is a two-way milestone. 
The eagle, hovering protectively 
over the North American contin­ 
ent and the North Pole with a 
bolt of lightning in his claws, joins 
the long heraldic parade of coats 
of arms which have been tradi­ 
tional in fighting forces all the 
way from antiquity. 
It is also the 2,300th insignia de­ 
veloped by the film innovator and 
cartoonist W alt Disney for the 
m ilitary units of this and other 
countries dating from early 1940. 
The 
A ir 
Defense 
Command’s 
'‘flash’' is one of less than a dozen 
which have now incorporated actu­ 
al Disney characters. 
The most popular of the Disney 
subjects appearing in these em­ 
blems has been Donald Duck. In 
the first 1,000 drawn, Donald ap­ 
peared in 200 of them. He seemed 
a natural because of his rambunc­ 
tious nature, and as Disney says 
“he was a bom battler for his 
rights, a stickler for justice, free­ 
dom, and the dignity of the indi­ 
vidual.” 
Donald, therefore, rode bombs, 
torpedoes, 
destroyed 
submarines, 
searched 
the 
skies, 
encouraged 
trainees, aided the wounded in 
merciful designs, and even suffer­ 
ed having his bill tied tightly with 
a handkerchief under a sign which 
said, “ Quit Quacking” to illustrate 
the demand of wartime security.

W ASHINGTO N UPI — A proposal 
by Reps. Jenkins 
(R-Ohio) 
and 
Keogh (D N Y ), which would make 
an individual’s retirem ent savings

identify, there may be a simple 
explanation for it. 
It may be that Mrs. X, in pro­

al injunction that the left hand 
isn’t to know' what the right hand 
gives. Thus perhaps the minister 
and the editor of the bulletin were 
respecting her wishes in giving 
no credit publicly to her.

looks to be a snub, one must draw 
a different inference. In that case, 
one can only suppose that church 
politics, and clique jealousies and 
faction fighting behind the scene, 
were responsible for the church’s 
failure to give credit where credit 
was due, when the chimes were 
dedicated.

wants

things—and a group that intends to 
take over, now that Mr. X has 
gone, and Mrs. X no longer has 
the moral support of his active 
interest in church affairs. 
Perhaps Mrs. X and her hus­ 
band were effective leaders of a 
certain 
overriding 
s c h o o l 
of 
thought in the congregation during 
the 30 years when they gave so 
much of their time and money to 
the maintenance of 
the 
church. 
And maybe opposing groups have 
been feeling for 
years 
that 
a 
change of boss-rule was overdue, 
and that no particular thanks are 
owed to Mr. and Mrs. X for any­ 
thing—that is, from their critics’ 
view-. Thus they may have voted 
against public fanfare about the 
chimes, on the theory that Mrs. 
X’s reign was at an end—and 
that she wasn’t to get an exten­ 
sion of favor, nor be allowed to 
bow out with a flourish.

WILL SUMMER’S heat be matched by 
climbing economic temperatures? The cer­ 
tainty that U. S. Steel workers will receive 
a substantial wage increase is the newest 
indication that the mercury of inflation is 
bound to rise. 
As steel industry pace-setter, U. S. Steel’s 
contract negotiations carry great weight 
for the 600,000 workers of basic steel com­ 
panies at large. And the U. S. Steel action 
may well be setting a pattern for the na­ 
tion in general. 
As in the case of the automobile indus­ 
try, the emphasis is on uninterrupted, in 
creased productivity. The nation’s indust­ 
rial leaders, having seen the American 
free-enterprise dynomo pull out of read­ 
justment doldrums under its own steam, 
are reluctant about interfering with the 
machine’s accelerating speed. The mom­ 
entum of greater productivity, it is con­ 
tended, will more than absorb increased 
costs. 
America has a tiger by the tail and 
doesn’t dare let go. Federal and private 
economists are agreed, however, that the 
nation’s economy possesses a vast capac­ 
ity for expansion based on increasingly 
efficient productivity. 
The race is on to see whether the increas­ 
ed expenses incurred in the process push 
the finished goods out of reach of an invar­ 
iably cheapened monetary system. If so 
that would mean still more debt to keep the 
factories going in which case Americans 
may have to revise their moral values with 
respect to debt even more radically than 
is already the case. 


WHY NOT CONGRESS? 
ABOUT 15,000 officials and employes of 
the federal government were evacuated 
and distributed over a radius of about IOO 
miles to demonstrate what might be done 
if Washington were to be attacked by en­ 
emy bombers. 
The experiment was a success, it seems. 
However, it was not explained why only 
one of the three traditional branches of 
government wa^ included in the hideaway 
operation. Neither the federal courts nor 
the legislative branch were told to hit the 
pavements. 
A war-time emergency might bypass 
court decisions for a while, but it has been 
demonstrated by experience that Congress 
is Very essential to a smooth functioning of 
government. Congress represents the peo­ 
ple’s delegated power, so it deserves a lit­ 
tle consideration.

The only reason that the small politics 
of New York State are important is that 
this State affects the national conventions 
and the nominations for President and Vice 
President. The Democrats are m o v i n g 
ahead under the leadership of Carmine De- 
Sapio and Governor Averell Harriman. The 
Republicans are in a state of confusion be­ 
cause they cannot make up their minds 
whether Tom Dewey is still the Boss or has 
retired to the private practice of law. 
This situation has become further con­ 
fused by the fact that the Democrats won 
all the state offices but one, namely, t h e 
Attorney-General, to which Jacob Javits 
was elected because enough Democrats 
would not vote for Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Jr.

By all the rules of the game, this would 
make Javits the Republican leader. B u t 
many, some say most, Republicans here do 
not regard Javits as their leader. Many 
even deny that he is a Republican but feel 
that he has chosen this party as a vehicle 
for election to public office. They believe 
that at heart he belongs to the Liberal Par­ 
ty, a Socialist organization. 
Recently, Charles A. Buckley, Demo­ 
cratic leader of the Bronx and a great pow­ 
er in his party, before a large audience at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, cut off the Liberal 
Party, said that the Democrats could sur­ 
vive without their endorsements, but indi­ 
cated that the Liberals would be welcomed 
in the Democratic Party. The effect was 
electric. The Liberal Party has been re­ 
ceiving a measure of patronage, sometimes 
too much from the Democrats. T h e r e 
would be no more of that. 
The Republicans, under Javits, then pro­ 
ceeded to move to the Left, hopeful of cap­ 
turing the support of the Socialistic Liber­ 
als. There is a Republican in the State of 
New York, Oswald D. Heck, generally 
known as “Ozzie,” who has long been in 
the State Legislature and is the speaker of 
the Assembly when the Republicans are in 
the majority. Ozzie’s ambition is to be Gov­ 
ernor of the State. 
There is no question as to his ability. He 
is a competent man who has often helped 
Thomas E. Dewey over a tough spot. 
Heck’s political difficulty is that while he 
is very popular in the northern part of the 
state and would get a large vote there, he 
is practically unknown in New York City, 
where, as things stand now, he would not 
even get the full Republican vote. 
So Heck has formed an alliance w i t h 
Javits, which means that Heck has moved 
to the Left where Javits has always been. 
The idea of the alliance is that Javits will 
run for United States Senator against Her­ 
bert Lehman and Heck will run for Gover­ 
nor against Averell Harriman, if Harriman 
does not run for President and is not elect­ 
ed to that office. It is a wonderful scheme, 
beneficial to the Democrats. 
Herbert Lehman is now 77 years old and 
will be 78 when he has to run for re-elec­ 
tion. Despite many reasons why he should 
not be popular, the fact is that he is popu­ 
lar. If he runs in 1956, he will be elected if 
for no other reason than the sentimental 
one that the aged gentleman should be per­ 
mitted to end his life in the United States 
Senate. While Lehman b e l o n g s to the 
A.D.A. group of Democrats, 
the associa­ 
tion will not hurt him. The Liberal Party 
cannot oppose him because of his record. If 
Javits runs against Lehman, Javits w i l l 
not carry New York City.

DIET AND HEALTH 
If Child Swallows a Poison 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
INSECTICIDES, left carelessly 
around the house this time of the 
year, are a constant hazard for 
your children. 
You’ve got to act swiftly if your 
youngster should swallow a poi­ 
sonous liquid or powder. Even 
more important than the proper 
antidote is immediate emptying 
of his stomach. 
Severed W ays 
There are several ways you can 
do this: Give your child a table­ 
spoon of mustard mixed in a gla~s 
of warm water, or two table­ 
spoons of salt in a glass of warm 
water, or a glass of soapy water. 
Much easier and quicker, how­ 
ever, is the simple procedure of 
sticking your finger down his 
throat 
Place your tot face down on 
your lap in a spanking position. 
Hold his head with your right 
hand and move the ball of your 
left index finger along the roof 
of his mouth and then down the 
back of his throat. If you don’t 
want to use your finger, you can 
substitute a blunt spoon handle. 


Support Forehead 
When he begins to vom it place 


his head at least eight to ten 
inches lower than his hips. You 
can use your left arm to support 
his forehead. If he begins chok­ 
ing, this will prevent him from 
breathing any of the vomited 
material into his lungs. 
Your child may gag and retch 
but bring up little. If this hap­ 
pens, give him a cup or two of 
milk to swallow rapidly and then 
try to make him vomit again. 
One warning: Don’t make your 
youngster vomit if he has swal­ 
lowed a strong corrosive sub­ 
stance such as ammonia, lye or 
washing soda. In such cases vom­ 
iting might injure his esophagus 
and stomach. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
B. B.: Why do I have weakness 
and numbness in my legs when I 
amoke? 
Answer: 
The weakness 
and 
numbness in the legs may be due 
to blood vessel spasm which can 
occur in persons who smoke ex­ 
cessively. On the other hand, 
there may be no relationship be­ 
tween the weakness and numb­ 
ness and the smoking. A careful 
examination by your physician is 
advisable.

Dulles, brother of Secretary of 
State Dulles, is director of the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency. The prose 
was in a report by a six-man Hoo­ 
ver Commission task force, head­ 
ed by retired Gen. Mark Clark, 
which investigated the U.S. intel­ 
ligence setup. 
h 
While the FBI works against for­ 
eign spies in this country, CIA was 
0>t up in 1947 as this country's 
superspy outfit overseas, and p a r­ 
ticularly to find out what the Com­ 
munists are doing behind the Iron 
Curtain. 
Further, CIA is supposed to pull , 
together all the intelligence infor­ 
mation obtained by more than 20 
government departments and agen- j 
vies, evaluate it and see that the I 
right government officials are told 
what they need to know. 
%Tlark and his group said they 
are “ deeply concerned over the j 
lack of adequate intelligence from 
behind the Iron Curtain.” Had it 
chosen to use blunt language, the 
Clark group might have said: “ Our j 
spy system isn’t good enough.” 
The report gave Dulles credit 
for trying hard: 
“ We found the 
director of the CIA to be indus­ 
trious, objective, enthusiastic and 
imaginative.” 
^ T h a t’s not the same as saying 
he’s doing a good job. The report 
says he tries to do too much him-, 
self and, by getting tangled up 
in day-by-day details, doesn’t have 
enough time for a broad view of I 
intelligence work. 
There was a sharp contrast be­ 
tween the way the report said 
Dulles handles the CIA and the 
way J. Edgar Hoover runs the 
FBI. The report said of Hoover: 
• ‘‘We found the director of the 
PBI, through his forcefulness, ini-: 
tiative and managerial ability, to 
have developed his agency into a 
model organization of its kind.” 
j 
The report suggested two things 
to make Dulles’ agency run better: 
(I) he should get himself a top 
assistant to take some of the every­ 
day details off his hands and (2) 
the CIA needs an overhauling from 
the inside. 
§ The Clark 
group also took a 
swipe at Secretary Dulles’ State 
Department, which has the respon­ 
sibility for collecting foreign pub­ 
lications and scientific intelligence.

FORT WASHINGTON M A R K E R 


The sites of Toledo and Cin­ 
cinnati, since the beginning of 
time, have been terminals on the 
pathway of history in what the 
early pioneers called the “Ohio 
Country”. 
Along the valleys of the Great 
Miami, Tile St. Marys, the Au­ 
glaize, and the Maumee rivers, 
the pre-historic Mound Builders 
left their marks. The canoes of 
the Indians used these w ater­ 
w ays on their journeys between 
Canada aryl Kentucky and the 
Redman's moccasins wore trails 
lip and down 
this stretch of 
country. 
The early 
French explorers 
also knew these trails and as 
carli’ as 1769, Peter Loramie, 
French-Canadian trader, m ain­ 
tained a post at present-day Fort 
Loramie. 
General George Rogers Clark, 
invading the Indian country from 
K entucky in 1782, burned the : 
Indian village at Piqua and went 
on to plunder and burn Lora- ! 
mie's store. 
In 
1794, General I 
W ayne built his Fort Loramie on 
this site. 
Perhaps no other section of the 
m id-w est is so profusely marked 
by monuments commemorating | 
historical events as the narrow’ 
strip of land along Route 127, 
north from Cincinnati, and Route 
24, along the Maumee River to 
Toledo. For this is the Anthony 
W ayne country, containing the 
sites of his forts and those of 
General St. Clair and General 
William Henry Harrison which 


were used in their Indian cam­ 
paigns and the W ar of 1812. 
These forts and the sites of 
many decisive battles along this 
route are marked w ith m onu­ 
ments well worth visiting by 
motoring families of today. 
The Indian War expeditions all 
outfitted and based at Fort W ash­ 
ington. where a monum ent in 
downtown Cincinnati m arks this 
military post. General St. Clair, 
first governor of the Northwest 
Territory, started from here on 
the expedition that term inated 
in defeat by the Indians at Fort 
Recovery. He built Fort Hamil­ 
ton at Hamilton and Fort Je f­ 
ferson. later used by General 
Wayne. 
When 
President 
Washington 
sent his trusted comrade of the 
Revolutionary War, G e n e r a l 
“Mad” Anthony Wayne, on the 
expedition that put an end to 
the Indian Wars, Wayne built a 
string of Ohio frontier forts as 
he marched toward his crushing 
defeat of the Indians in the Bat­ 
tle of Fallen Timbers near To­ 
ledo. 
Wayne's forts 
included: 
Fort Piqua, Fort Deposit, Fort 
Industry, Fort St. Clair at Eaton, 
Fort Greenville, Fort Loramie, 
Fort St. Marys, Fort Recovery, 
Fort Adams, Fort Defiance, and 
Fort Wayne in Indiana. 
The routes followed in western 
Ohio and Indiana by the expedi­ 
tions of General Wayne, General 
St. Clair, and General H arm ar 
are marked by Anthony Wayne 
Parkw ay signs. 


With Fireworks 


Banned, July 4 


'Thrill’ Is Car

cluding Ohio. But for those who 
prefer a Fourth of July ‘‘thrill'’— j 
there’s still the open road.

U.C. Felly warns that the Fourth I 
of July weekend is traditionally j 
“ one of the worst holidays in the 
nation from a traffic standpoint.” ! 
Ile said 24 persons were killed in 
Ohio traffic last July 4th week-' 
end and added that ‘‘statistics in 
our files indicate that there are * 
too many irresponsible drivers on 
the highw ays” to make any re lia -1 
hie forecasts about reducing this 
figure. 
“ If the Memorial Day weekend 
is 
any indication. 
Ohioans 
m ay 
slaughter even more over the com ­ 
ing weekend,” Felty says. Over the 
Memorial 
Day holiday, 28 
per­ 
sons died in Ohio traffic. 
Fireworks, which took 466 lives 
in 
1903 
before 
the 
big 
traffic 
crush, today claim few lives. So 
few in fact, that the National Safe­ 
ty Council no longer keeps sta ­ 
tistics on fireworks deaths. 
Half the states now prohibit fire­ 
works except for large public dis­ 
plays; 24 states permit the sale of 
‘‘safe and sane” fireworks. 
While fireworks deaths now are 
almost obsolete the Fourth of July 
traffic situation is “ critical,” Felty 
I says.

Dayton, 
which 
produces 
more than 40 per cent of the na­ 
tion's fireworks, said there were 
no deaths last year from legal fire­ 
works. 
He said there were three deaths, 
two from homemade fireworks and 
one from an unauthorized public 
display. 
So today, fireworks no longer are 
part of the death-dealing Fourth 
of July holiday in Ohio. But there’s 
still the automobile.

Predictions For 
Year Being 
Revised Upward

NEW YORK (JB — This is the 
year good times flabbergasted the 
cautious. The economy has hit its 
peacetime stride. Records topple 
as business becomes “ almost too 
good to be true.” 
At midyear businessmen are re­ 
vising their predictions 
on the 
upside, just as they were a year 
ago. Then, the recession was prov­ 
ing to be much shallower than 
many had feared earlier. Now, the 
recovery is proving to be much 
more vigorous than most had dared 
to hope. Only Hie fear of crippling 
strikes or of future inflation clouds 
the prospects. 
Last year the stock market out­ 
paced business. This year industry 
forges ahead faster than stock 
prices. Securities have advanced 
since the first of the year, but often 
hesitantly, and with over all gains 
only about one half as steep as last 
year. 
This has been a “big ticket” 
year, with the consumer unques­ 
tionably in control. He has been 
buying, and going into debt to buy, 
the hard wares of peace — autos 
in record numbers, TV sets, freez­ 
ers, automatic washers. He con­ 
tinues to buy new homes and their 
furnishings at an astounding rate. 
As a result, the makers of dur­ 
able goods, and the suppliers of 
basic materials for them, have 
been having a field day. 
Consumer buying has sent the 
gross national product — the dollar 
volume of all the goods and serv­ 
ices the nation produces and sells 
—to an all time high of 370 billion 
dollars. 
In the previous peak—365 billions 
in 1953 it was government spending 
for defense that furnished 
the 
spark. 
And now, at midyear, business 
itself is about to goad the economy 
to a still faster pace with its plans 
for spending more for new plant 
and equipment.
